Mr. Slade was 
instructed by Mx, Otto Kong Sing, the Acting 
Attorney-General: (Hon. ‘Mr. F, A. Haselauil); 
and Mr. G, C, Alabaster, instracted by Mr. 
Bowley, Grown Solicitor, appeared for tho Crown, 
and Sir Henry Boerkeloy, instructed by Mr. 
Dennye, appeared. for the Chinese Government. 

Mr. Slade, continning to address the Court 
on behalf of prisoner, said if the Crown had to 
prove the accusation—os they had—they mast 
prove it by the best evidence; they could not 
prove it by what was after all only socondary 
evidence, Tho accusation should be proved by . 
a formal documont pquivolent to. warrant in 
England. 

Tho Paisngi ndge pointed ont that the section 
in the Home Act requiring the production, of-a 
warrant was omitted from the local Ordinance. 

“Mr. Slade said this was bocauso a warrant 
was e document unknown in China. The more 
fact of omission should not canke the Court to 
intorpret. the -interpretation section in 
different way to' that in which'the same words 
wore interpreted at Home. ‘Obligation ot 
Home was imposed ‘by the interpretation 
section. : . 

The Attorney-General, doaling. with the 
point raised as to the’ production of a warrant, 
contended thot the ‘section of ‘the Home 
“Abt roquiring , this” was designedly . omitted. 
If tho Legislature ‘were of opinion that ‘proof 
waa required thet the fugitive criminal 
was acoused in China, thoy would havo 
inserted words to that effect in the Ordin- 
ance. It was not,,he submitted, a condition 
precedent: that: the fugitive criminal stiould be. 
aconsed in any specific place. In fact, though, 
prisoner in this case had been scoused in China 
of armed robbery. 

Mr. Alabaster addressed the Court, and on the 
subject of prisoner's nationality contended that 
it was not necessary to prove definitely that 
prisoner was a Chinese subject at all. Counsel 
proceeded to deal with tho evidence which came 
before the Magistrate; pointing out that one of 
the witneases identified prisoner ‘as having taken 
part in the robbery, He had never hoard him 
called a reformer, but only a robber. . As thoir 
Lordships ‘knew, there were. no robbers in 
'Bongkong 5 they were banished when they 
become rothers. 

.. Mr, Slade—I have heard people called rob- 
bors in Hongkong—eminently rspectablo mom- 
bers of society, too, 

Mr. Alabaster went on to say that the whole 
of the evidonce wont to show that prisoner was 
a prominent membor: of. the Reform Party in 
China, Reformers were, prima facie, subjects 
of the nation whose society they. wished to 
reform.
